Seven performers of folk music and 
New Age fusion will appear on the outside stage from 11:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 

Jim Shettleroe is a contemporary folksinger and songwriter. A devotee of 
Irish, Scottish, and Welsh folk music, Jim mixes traditional ballads and 
storysongs with original songs and popular contemporary folksongs of the last 
four decades. 

Julianne Blount performs contemporary folk music and New Age fusion. 
She creates a musical merger of the folk music of the 60s and the mysticism and 
spirituality of the 90s.
